Summer 
School Has 


Innovations 


The Andover Summer school, 
secondary level opened with a 
final registration of 215 in 21 
classes this week. 

The program is basically a re- 
medial program with courses in 
the following areas: remedial 
reading, English 7-8, English 10- 
12, French I, Spanish I, algebra 
I, geometry, developmental read- 
ing, English 9, math 7, pre- 
algebra, algebra I, and algebra II, 

There are a few courses not of 
a strictly remedial area but rather 
of a personal interest or enrich- 
ment area: personal typing, driver 
education, tennis lessons, driver 
training, and summer theater 
workshop. 

The principal of the summer 
school, James A, Murphy, was 
forced at an earlier date to can- 
cel other enrichment courses such 
as Creative writing, great books 
reading program, introduction to 
psychology and automotives due to 
insufficient student interest. 

Strangely enough, a course in 
speedwriting had many applicants 
but had to be cancelled due to 
the inavailability of a competent 
instructor, 

According to the principal there 
are three basic differences in the 
course curriculum of this year as 
compared to other years. The 
fact that tennis lessons offered 
from 8:45 to 10:15 daily had an 
adequate enrollment, points out a 
possible need for other physical 
education units to be investigated 
for other summer school sessions 
of the future. 

This year the high school library 
is being kept open from 8:30 a.m, 
to 12:30 p.m. for students to browse 
or for teachers to make use of the 
library for their classes, or for 
parents to leave their children off 
at the school at an earlier time 
or pick them up at a later time 
so that the students in question 
can use the library for waiting and 
browsing.

An Extravagance 


We view with alarm the erection of new directional signs 
on Route 495, 

In this period when the state is faced with increasing 
costs, financial crisis and the taxpayers with ever-increas- 
ing burdens, one might suppose that the State, or federal 
government would take into consideration some economies. 


We might suppose that the erection of directional signs 
along superhighways do not amount to a tremendous finan- 
cial burden in examining the overall picture.

Within recent months we have noticed along Route 495 
the erection and placement of new Signs indicating the 
the next exit for various routes, towns or cities.

Nice Gesture 


The decision of the Internal Revenue Service to invite 
immediate neighbors to the Lowell street facility to hear 
first-hand additional construction plans before the start 
of work was a nice gesture. 

The IRS is traditionally looked upon as being a hard- 
hearted organization, but basically, like all of us they 
have a job to perform, and must follow the letter of the 
law. 

In this instance, the officials of the government 
agency, took the time to explain to their neighbors what 
was about to happen as far as new construction is con- 
cemed, prior to the bulldozers moving in. 

In many cases the neighbors are forgotten and govern- 
ment agencies simply move in, and start ripping up pro- 
perty abutting residential neighborhoods. 

In this case, IRS and the General Services Adminis- 
tration did not let this happen. 

Residents in the immediate vicinity of any planned 
government or industrial construction, have a justifiable 
concern for their property. Being advised in advance of 
construction plans, is not only good communications, but 
lessens the possibility of grievances and misunderstand- 


One might presuppose the argument that the highway 
was not complete to its terminus at Salisbury. Why then 
did state authorities not contemplate this in advance and 
have the permanent signs erected, with advisories as to 
the temporary end when the various sections were opened 
over a period of time? 

The signs, we feel are costly? 


During the past few months, several have been replaced, 
not just the sign itself, but the posts .which support it. 
With the placement of the new sign, additional costs were 
necessitated by the removal of the old Sign and posts. 

This is indeed absurd. 

Some of the directions given the traveller, particularly 
those unfamiliar with the area, are not only extravagant, 
but misleading. 

We noticed coming north on 495, for instance an exit 
_ direction sending the unfamiliar motorist to Haverhill and 
Bradford off Route 110. 


Certainly the traveller would find Haverhill quickly, but 
he would be moving through heavy city traffic to reach 
Bradford, when actually his best cut-off would be Route 
125 several miles north, but only a few mi_ates longer. 

Is this cost a picayune matter? 

We think not. 

We spend millions on our highways, in state and federal 
income, gasoline, excise and sales taxes. 

We need an eye on economy, if we are to survive the 
costs of today’s living. . 

Let us do away with extravagance and do things right 
in the beginning, or if changes are to be made, let them be 
done in moderation. 


We can’t afford the. added costs. 


No Observance 


In Andover, observance of the Fourth of July — Inde- 
pendence Day — goes virtually unnoticed. 

In surrounding communities, the day is observed either 
by municipal support, or through service, civic or frater- 
nal organizations. 

We think some attention should be given the matter, 
either by municipal officials or some of the community 
groups. ' 

There is great desire on the part of many to remain at 
home and observe the holiday locally, rather than risk 
the hazards of holiday travel on the highway. 

In the neighboring town of North Andover, town meet- 
ing annually provides for the holiday which starts out 
with a chicken barbecue the night before, at which over 
600 persons have been fed in past years. This is fol- 
lowed by entertainment for young and old and on the day 
of the Fourth, a parade winds its way into the historic 
center for further recognizing the patriotic holiday. 

We are aware of hundreds of Andover residents who 
attend the festivities. 

Other surrounding communities also have some sort 
of activity for the particular occasion. Offhand, the 
towns of Methuen and Chelmsford, the city of Lawrence, 
all have scheduled events for the holiday. 

We think it about time for Andover to start thinking 
seriously about providing some sort of activity for the 
holiday. 

Being’ safe in the confines of your own home town, is 
indeed far better than risking injury and life itself on the 
highways these holiday weekends.
